The applicant asserts that Hartig does not teach a dielectric coating sub-layer based on a partially but not totally oxidized combination 
of at least two metals. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant relies on the teaching of European Patent Application 0 657 
562 A2 to show that there would be a metallic coating, and not a metal oxide coating (of nickel and chromium), in the Hartig invention 
example disclosed in column 16 of Hartig. The examiner contends that regardless of whether the coating disclosed in column 16 of 
Hartig is metallic and/or an oxide, Hartig clearly teaches that the coating can be a partially but not totally oxidized combination of at 
least two metals in the paragraph bridging columns 8 and 9. The examiner asserts that the example disclosed in column 16 of Hartig 
is merely one example embodiment of the overall invention taught by Hartig.
